■V~nHeam claims, amon-a other things, "the top portion and the base portion being 
nun mL *nb nwp>-> 5 m each other m gently grtp rod hold the *. -ecu-ode a? raw between the base 
portion and the top portion" Nowhere in Shipper! is there a top and a base movable with respect 
to each other. The only movable part in Shipped is the plunger 28, The plunger 28 is neither a 
top nor a bottom, but move between the top and the bottom. Shipper!, discloses a plunger or 
svringe type device. Applicant discloses an elongated clamp type device. To further distinguish 
from Shippert applicants claim the open space is "open toward an end opposite horn said 
fromaliy closed end portion". The open end is necessary to allow tor the array cable. Shipperbs 
plunger would not allow for an array cable.
